English Language Section 

A review of the English Language Section of the issues 
of the Korean Independence (Hereinafter referred to as the KT) 
Gated between January 2, 1952 and February 20, 1952 ‘Inclusive, 
reflects that the newscaver's news releases are from Hsinhua. 
These news releases concern themselves with alleged United 
Nations atrocities committed against Korean civilians and 
Communist prisoners er war and “alleged efforts on the part 
of the United Nations to delay and disrupt truce talks. The 
English Language Section of KI is also devoted to news regard~ 
ing conditions in North Kerea2 and the progress of the war.

. The January 2, 1952 igsve of KI contains an article 
captioned, "Attack on Foreign Born Springsfrom War Policy, 


bYADAVID HYUN to the 20th Anniversary National Conference of 
the American Committee for the Protection of the Foreign 
Born at Chicago, Illinois, held on December 8 and 9, 1951. 
HYUN. stated that the attack on the constitutional rights or 
all Americans and particularly on the foreign born, springs 
from the war policy of the present administration. 


The article continues that on his return to Los 
Angeles, HYUN declared in an interview, "The people who 
sympathize most warmly with the struggle of the Korean people 
were the Negro people. Their encouragement and understanding 
were the basis for closer cooperation between the Korean and 
Negro people." .. 


The American Committee for the Protection of the . 
Foreign Born has been cited by the Attorney General as being 
within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 
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Keceratne to - 2, of known reliability, DAVID HYUN, a 
in 1949, was Educational Director of the Westlake Section of 
the Los Angeles County Communist Party (hereinafter referred , 
to as the LACCP). 


This issue also contains an uncaptioned editorial 
which concerns the Civil Rights Congress doctinent, "We Charge 
Genocide." The editorial states that the decument "We Charge 
Genocide" proves that white supremacist America incites, : 
conspires and commits Genocide against the Negro people. The 
editorial charges that America is committing Genocide against 
all non-Caueasiens, within and without the Jurisdiction of the_ 
continenval United States. AS an example the editorial —_ 
cites the crimes being committed by Americans against Koreans. 


The editorial concludes by stating that the Korean 
people anc Negro people axe suffering the ean fate and a 
. unified protes 3 muse be nace. . 
| Tne Civil Rights Congress tas been citcd by the 
‘Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9835. 


The KI dated January 9, 1952 seutaans an editorial | 
captioned, "Korean-Americans Unite for Peace", which calls upon 
all Korean residents of the United States regardless of political 
views to unite for peace. 


The January 16, 1952 issue of KI contains an uncaptioned 
editorial which compares the rape and destruction committed by 
American soldiers in Korea, occupied Japan and other oriental 
countries with the atrocities heaped upon the Negro people zi 
in tne United States by law enforcement officers, the Ku Klux 
Klan and other groups. The editorial states that the individuals 
and groups who perpetrate these atrocities were taught white 
supremacy by a small group of men who run America; the industrial- 
ists, the State Department and the American war machine and most 
of the channels of ‘information, propaganda and education. 


The January 30, 1952 issue of KI contains an article 
captioned, "US Koreans Condemn UN Demand", which reflects that 
Aeading Koreans residing in Los Angeles condemn the United Nations 
demand for restricting the construction of air fields in North 
Korea. : 
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| “Growing Peace Movement Temonstrated at Conference, 
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The February 6. 1952 issue of KI contains an article 
captioned, "Korean: American Defense Committee Formed in Los 
Angeles." This article sets out that the formation of a 
Korean-American Deportees Defense Committee, composed of 
Koreans and Caucasian-Americans was recently accomplished in 
Los Angeles. The committee was organized around DAVID 
HYUN and DIAMOND KIM and its aims dre to defend the constitu- 
tional rights of Korean-Avericans and to obtain full citizen-, 
ship rights for Korean-Americans. The article states that the 
committee will cooperate with the Los Angeles Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born and a rajor part of its 
work will be to raise funds for the legal and political 
defense of Korean deportees.

ATtiss HALOIS icin, National Executive seueehiaes 
of the American Women for Peace, pointed out that the fight 
for peace is an intrical part of the fight for the trade unions, 
security of the American home, and the fight for the rights 
of the Negro people. She stated, "that the Genocidal 
attacks upon the Negr> people were part of the pattern of 
devastation being wrought upon the Korean people." 


The article continued that*PETER HYUN, Executive 
secretary of the Southern California Peace Crusade, stated 
that the Pive Power Peace Pact campaign not only fixes the 
necessity of agreement between the five major oowers, but also 
spotiights the Korean war in the need for peace.

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According to T-4, of known reliability, in Souther 
California the Southern California Peace Crusade is identical 
with the American Peace Crusade, which has been cited by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, United States House 
of Representatives, as an organization which the Communists 
established as a new instrument for their peace offensive in 
the United States. 


The American Women for Peace has been cited by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, as an advance wave of a Communist 
declared "Peace Week." 


In May, 31949 £-2 advised that PETEN HYUN was, at 
that time, a member of the LACCP. 


The February 13, 1952 issue of KI contains an 
editorial captioned, ‘Speak Out for Peace," which reflects 
that the "struggle of the Korean people to throw off the 
yoke of white supremacy" is the struggle of all freedom- 
loving people. The article states that as long as American 
soldiers remain in Korea, the Korean pesple cannot be free 
of United States white supremacy and aggression. 


The February 20, 1952 issue of KI contains an 
editorial captioned, "Participate At Home." This editorial 
states that the ultimate fate of the Korean people in the 
United States is bound up with that of the Koreans in Korea. 
Uniess the Korean conflict is speedily and veacefully terminated 
the deportations, threats and various forms of intimidation 
will increase. The article suggests that Koreans support 
the growing Korean people's movement and read support, 
and contribute to the KI.

The October 17, 1951 issue of KI is addressed to 
Korean residents in America and states as follows:

After 
several decades of toil and residence, you are denied the 
rights to even be a citizen. You cannot be anything but a 
Korean. What is America doing to Korea? Think, you can only 
come t2 one true conclusion.

The October 24, 1951 issue of KI contains an article 
captioned, "So-called Western Democracy," whien, according to 
T-5, is as follows: 


"Korea and the U,N. Porces now engaged in bitter 
struggle. They had no p.stitical or military reason to come | 
dnto conflict and war. What has Korea done to any of the 
countries or governments for them to take up arms and cross 
the wide Pacific to attack us and see Korea in ruins. Now 
that Armistice was proposed the U.N. takes an unreasonable 
attitude, a shameful outlawry.” 


The October 31, 1951 issue of KT includes an article 
captioned, "Third Year Korean Republic",' the text of which, 
according to T-5, is as follows: 


"From the time Korea was liberated from the clutches 
of Japan, the Republic of Korea had high hopes of unifying 
all of Korea. The U.N. including the U.S., advocated the same, 
and just when such process was to take effect, the Western 
powers interferred, which proves that the U.S. cannot be trusted 
with their promises or agreements, " ~~ 


This issue also contains an article captioned, 
"What's Happening to Interventionist's Army?", which article 
is as follows: | 
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"Wall Street, in their desire for continued profits 
by keeping up warfare in Korea, makes their casualties reports 
small. What excuse can they give when American boys don't 
return home in numbers as expected? How long can the American 
parents swallow this false report? When your sons can’t come 
home, it will be too late." 


The Novenber 14, 1951 issne of the KI iArmludes an 
article captioned, "34th Anniversary of Soviet Union," which 
reflects as follows: 


"November 7, 1917 was the day that through revolu- 
tion Russia liberated themselves from the yoke of Czarist 
Imperialism. Since then, under sound leadership and socialistic 
reforms, Soviet Union has made greater strides towards enjoy- | 
ing the fruits of its labor and is ready to share the fruits 
with all mankind." | 


In the KI dated November 1, 21 _ 28, 1951, there 
appears a continued article captioned, "Who Will Fight America", 
by CHUNG SOON KWAK. According to the Buglish Language Section 
of the December 5, 1951 issue of KI, ‘CHUNG SOON KWAK of New 
York City has been ordered deported. 


. The first of these series. of erticles stated as 
follows: | 


"All wars the U. S. fought were for capitalistic gains 
‘and capitalism some day will be the means of her undoings." 


The second of these series of articles reflects as 
follows: 


"Through various plans and schemes the U.S. has 
spread its war‘tenacles the world over. The development OF 
atomic bombs, the deceptive Marshall Plan and U.S. ambitions 
in Asia, through her intervention in Korea , the U.S. plans for 
domination of world power and makes Hitler's scheme a child's 
play. vet there is one champion who is unshaken, the Soviet 
Union. | 


The concluding article in these series states as 
follows: | | 
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"Because of the basic ideology of Soviet Russia 
for the betterment of all human race, Russia's build-up in 
strength in the last 30 years will surpass the combined build- 
up of the U.S. and Britain the past several hundreds of years. 
The days of imperialism and corruption through capitalism will 
end in violence. China, one of the original Big Four of U.N. 
S) weakened by U.S. cunning politics, has no voice in the U.N. 
and the Chinese People's Republic, which represents 450 millions 
2f people, is refused admission in the U.N. and they still 
preach democracy, which they themselves never practice." 


The KI of November 21, 1951 includes an article 
ro + pebia "Americans Get Falsified News," which states as 
follows: 


"The average American through long habits depend on 
newscasts as a medium of true happenings. Rittie do they know 
that the wai news they et are the schemed imoressions which 
the U.S. &th Army Headquarters put out to cover up the intoler- 
able mistakes and blunders they make. Tre faines and losses 
and number of casualties for either side nay be fictitious 
or fantastic or both," 


This issue further includes an article captioned, 
"Armistice Talks Fail," which states as follows: 


"While the U.S. tries t> impress the world that she 
seeks peace. Their representatives make impossible demands 
that no government can accept so as to make it appear that the 
other parties are the real culprits who do not want honorable 
peace. 


The December 5, 1951 issue of KI contains an article 
captioned, "Exchange Students and Their Future" by. CHUNG 
SOON KWAK, New York City. This article states as follows: 


"Koreans have suffered aggressions for a long time 
and most of the young Koreans great ambitions were and are to 
Go abroad to various countries that are so-called democratic 
and free to study and learn their methods of education to live 
in peace and prosperity, freedom and plenty. 


"Today I have seen and learned the true color of 
American democracy. I have been deceived in beliewdng America 
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was the land of freedom of thought, freedom of speech and 
free to worship and believe of your own choosing. Not so, 
there's a penalty for each and every concept. I am resolved 
%2 study, work, and fight for that loving fatherland Korea, 
so that some day soon Koreans can enjoy these freedoms in its 
true light and value." 


The KI dated Decenber 19, 1951 includes an article 
captioned, "A Word to Our Readers," which relates as follows: 


"We Koreans who envied the phrase Democracy, Liberty 
and Freedom have built high hopes that someday we could help 
America to extend that spirit to Korea, in fact, all over the 
world. But now we find America was cloaked in disguise only 
tO swallow the one who have revered and envied." 


The December 26, 1951 issue of KI concains a. 
continuation of the foregoing article, "A Word to Our Readers" 
and states as follows: 


"How the Koreans have built up hope that some day 
America can set an example of true demovvracy tnereby the 
world can follow the pattern of freedom and prosperity. 


"Now they find that what America preached was never 
practiced by themselves. America's actions in Korea are 
deception, conquest and exploitation." 


This issue also contains an article captioned, 
"Human Fate ~- Time and Tide" by CHAI SOO LEE (the old farmer), 
which states as follows: 


. "ABRAHAM LINCOLN was one of the few immortais who 
had a rightful place in the history of human civilization. 
While he has worked and died to free the slaves, commerce, 
through the medium of capitalism, have again enslaved mankind. 
CARL MARX foresaw this evil and prescribed his theory to be 
free men. 


T-6, of unknown reliability, a Korean who is well 
acguainted with the Korean population in Los Angeles, advised 
that CHAI S00 LEE is an old farmer who supports the policies 
of KI and occasionally submits articles to KI.° He presently 
resides at Maxwell, California. : | ;

Reference is made to your memraendum of February 19, 
1952, in which you requested advice as to whether the activities 
of the ‘subject company bring it within the purview of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act of 1933, as amended. 


As you know, the subject was at one time registered under 
the Act, (Registration No. 266), having filed its original 
registration statement on Jute 20, 1g. The registration was 
terminated as of December 20, 1945, because it listed its foreign 
principal as "Koreans all over the world” and did not have, 
therefore, a foreign principal within the meaning of the Statute. 


A review of the various reports which have been forwarded 
by the Sureau in this matter does not reveal the existence 
of a definite foreign principal within the statutory meaning. 
The only indioation of any possible foreign connection in ‘the 
reports is contained in the report of Special Agent Douglas 
G. Bills, at Los Angeles, California, dated April 19, 1951. At 
Page 12 of the report, Confidential Informant T-15 advised that 
the "Xorean Independence” had received six ooples of a booklet 
captioned, “Documents and Materials Exposing the Instigation of 
the Civil War in Korea™, which was mailed from Moscow, Russia. 
On an earlier occasion it was reported at Page 11 of the report 
of Special Agent Douglas G. Bilis, at Los Angeles, California, 
dated November 15, 1950, that the "Korean Independence” had urged 
gupport for the “Liberation Press", a Korean language newspaper 
formerly published in Japan, but whioh had been olosed by order 
of General MacArthur. 


The receipt of propaganda fror abroad and the urging of 
support for a foreign publication are not sufficient in themselves 
to constitute an agenoy relationship within the meaning of the Act 
without additional evidence of control or direotion of the subject 
publication by a foreign government, organization or individual, 
or evidence of an agreement or understanding with such foreign 
interests. It is requested, therefore, ‘that in the oc b of 
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continuing investigation of this company and its publication, 

an effort be made to determine whether the company is subject 

to the control or direction of a foreign government, organisation, 
or individual, or is acting pursuant to an arrangement or 
understanding with such foreign groups. Information is also 
desired as to whether the company receives ay form of financial 
support from abroad.

On 5/17/52, LOWELL T. KWAHK, 3119 Van Buren..Place, 
Los Angeles, was interviewed by SA PHILLIP J. REILLY and the 
writer, at which time he advised that he had aided in the 
formation of the Korean Independence News Company in early 
19k. From that time until 1949 he served as an officer in 
the Korean Independence News Company and the Peninsula Press, 
which prints the Korean Independence. In 199, the editorial 
policy of the Korean Independence became so pro-Communist that 
KWAHK left the organization. KWAHK stated that he recently 
sold his interest in the Peninsula Press for $00 to PANIA 
BERNSTEIN, the wife of DIAMOND KIM, Editor of the Korean 
Independence. 


KWAHK advised that prior to and during 199, the | 
Korean Independence News Company received no direction or funds 
from any foreign government and he has no reason to believe that 
the newspaper is being directed or financed by a foreign government 
at the present time. A great majority of articles which appear 
in the Korean Independence are copied from Chinese and North 
Korean publications which are mailed to the Korean Independence 
headquarters, lhl West Jefferson Boulevard, Los Angeles from 
Hong Kong or from Europe. KWAHK stated that he knows of no 
instances when the Korean Independence received direction or 
funds from the local Communist Party. 


According to KWAHK, in 1949 the principle financial 
backers of the Korean Independence were DIAMOND KIM, N. ¥. CHOY, 
and JAMES PENN. Other small contributions were also received 
from a few local Koreans amd Koreans in Hawall whose names he 
does not now recall. Only a small per centage of people who 
receive the Korean Independenoe actually pay the subscription feo. 
He added, however, that the operating cost of the Korean 
Independence is very low. He estimated that it costs only about 
$200 per month to publish the newspaper inasmuch as most of the 
labor, incidental to publication, is donated.

‘The greater portion of 
these news releases are datelined China or North Korea. 


T-3, of known reliability, has advised that Hsinhua 
refers to the Hsinhua News Agency, which has headquarters in 
Communist China. 


The following excerpts from XI are editorials; 


March 5, 1952 issue contains an uncaptioned cditorial 
which states that the United States is using delaying tactics 
at the Ponmunjom Truce Talks. The United States plans to load 
the "neutral observers" with representatives from those nations ° 
which will do its bidding while refusing to admit that the Soviet 
Union is a neutral. | 


The March 12, 1952 issue includes an uncaptioned edito- 
rial accusing the United States of unleashing bacteriological 
warfare wuvon the Korean people. The editorial urges readers to 
protest this inhumanity, wire President TRUMAN, sign the peace 
petition and demand a five-power peace pact. 


The March 19, 1952 issue sets out an uncaptioned edito- 
rial which states that the Smith Act and the McCarran Act are 
unfair and cruel laws. This article urges readers to demand 
repeak of these laws. 


The KI issue of March 27, 1952 contains an editorial 
captioned "Killers of Democracy", which states that most American 
publications call the Soviet Union the "New Peoples! Regimes", and 
workers! organizations at home the "Conspirators Against Democracy." 
it is pointed out, however, that these oublications print at best 
only half-truths. ‘the real killers of Democracy, according to the 
article, are those Americans in high official vositions who 
display compicte disregard for the wishes of the American people.

"Since (the) U.S. has chose(n) to intervene 
in Xorean Civil Affairs and (is) ‘responsible for this 
war and destruction of our homeland, (all) thinking 
Koreans must realize that U.S. is our worst eneny. 

Do not be just a spectator, because this is your 
war. bet us do our duty to stop more killing and 
more destruction of Korea."

OF KI NEWS COMPANY ‘ 
T-2 advised that he has no knowledge of any foreign 

direction or funds which the Korean Independence News Company 
might receive. The only persons from a foreign country who 
have come to Los Angeles recently have been the crew of a 
South Korean Naval vessel, who were in Los Angeles for part 

of one day. T-2 stated that as far as he knows, none of 

these Korean sailors visited KI headquarters or any individual 
who is connected with KI. 


The informant added that he had heard from a source 
he no longer recalis that KI occasionally receives magazines 
and newspapers from North Korea. and China. These publications 
are mailed from the Orient to Czechoslovakia and on to Los 
Angeles. T-2 stated that the majority of articles appearing 
in KI are reprints of articles from these Chinese and North 
Korean publications. 


EARL PAIK, 1132 West 36th Street, Los Angeles, who 


was Business Manager at the KI News Company prior to 19:7, 
advised ‘that during his term as Business 
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Manager the newspaper was supported by the local Korean popula- 
tion. He added that this was prior to Ki's editorial policy 

of pro-North Korea and pro-Russia. PAIK advised that although 
he is acquainted with the personnel vresently connected with IT, 
he has no information regarding any foreign direction or funds 
which AI might receive. 


LOWELL T. KWAHK, 32319 Van Buren Place, Los Angeles, 
advised SA PHILIe J. REILLY and the writer, on May 17, 1952, 
that ne aided in the fornation of the KI news company in early 
19h. From that time until 199, he served as an officer in 
the organization and in the Peninsula Press, which prints XI. 
In 1949, the editorial policy of KI became so pro-Comaunist 
that KWAHK left the organization. He stated that he recently 
sold his interest in the Peninsula Press for $00 to PANIA ~ 
BERNSTEIN, the alleged wife of DIAMOND IM, Editor and Manager 
of Ki. 


KWAHK advised that prior to and during 1919, the XI 
News Company received no direction or funds from any foreign 
Government, and he has no reason to believe that the newspaper 
is being directed or financed by a foreign Government at this 
time, A great majority of articles aovearing in KI are copied 
from Chinese and North Korean newspapers and publications, which 
are mailed to KI neadquarters, Los Angeles, from Hong Kong or 
from Europe. XWAHK stated further that he knows ofjno instance 
when KI received direction or funds from the local Comnunist Party. 


According to KWAHK, in 1949 the princival financial 
backers of XI were DIAMOND KIM, N. Y¥. CHOY, and JAMES PENN. 
Other small contributions were received from a few local 
woreans and Koreans in Hawail, whose names he does not recall. 
Only a small porcentage of people who receive KI actually vay 
the subscription fees. He added, however, tnat the operating 
costs at tne KI News Company are very low. He estimated that 
it costs only about ¢200 per month to publish the newspaper, 
inasmuch as most of the labor, incidental to publishing the 
paper, is donated. .

KWAHK further pointed ont that since his retirenent 
from the Peninsula Press, that business and the KI News Company 
have the same leadership.

They also tell of alleged social, 
industrial, and agricultural progress being made in Northern Korea and China 
under Communist regimes. In recent months there has been sharp denunciations 
of the United States because of alleged use of germ warfare in Korea and 
alleged mistreatment of Korean and Chinese prisoners by the United States. 


The following excerpts are from KI editorials: 


The April 30, 1952 issue includes an editorial captioned "Most 
Ungodly Judgement by Godly Men", which comments on a recent Methodist church 
conference at San Francisco which approved of the United States war-in Korea. 
The editorial states that this aproval is based on the false assumption that 
‘North Korea attacked South Korea and that the United States or the United 
Nations has the power to divide, unite, or annihilate any nation that will. 
According to the editorial, "We" (Communists) have much evidence proving that 
South Korea actually attacked North Korea. However, the church leaders of the 
United States and United Nations have never shown the slightest desire to learn 
the facts or to render impartial judgement. 


This issue also contains an editorial captioned, "The ROSENBERG 
Case", which charges that the trial and verdict in the ROSENBERG case has 
started a gigantic wave of anti-Semitic, anti-Communist, and anti-foreigner 
hysteria which threatens to engulf you all. 


fhe May 14, 1952 issue includes an editorial captioned, “Another 
Riot of Korean PO's on Koje Island", which states the reason for the riots is that 
minimum needs for prisoners of war have never been supplied by United States 
authorities, treatment of prisoners by the United States has been inhuman and 
chauvinistic. The editorial stated that the process of #screening, tattooing, 
and indoctrination of voluntary rehabilitation" (ropatriation)placed the POY's 
under mental and physical torture. The editorial urged that these inhwnan 
practices be corrected,

In the May 28, 1952 issue there appears an editorial captioned, 
"Koje Island", by CHUNG SOON KWAK which charges that Korean POT's on Koje 
Island have been “mowed down through the barbed wires" by American soldiers 
merely to bully Korean PON's and internees to ascent the so-called American idea 
of voluntary repatriation. While negotiating for the release of General DODD 
who was captured by Koje Island POT's, General COLSON promised in writing that 
"the prisoners, in the future, could expect human treatment". 


fhe June 4, 1952 issue included a continuation of the above 

‘ editorial captioned, “Koje Island" and states that in spite of these promises, 
General CLARK dispatched tanks, fleme throwers, and airborne infantry to 
conquer the POT!s. The editorial cited this inoident as an example of United 
States deceit and violence. It continues by accusing the United States of 
killing women and children and of blocking the truce talks. The article 
conoludes that the United States will not be able to hold the Korean people 
in chains for long. 


According to the December 5, 1951 issue of KI, CHUNG SOON KWAK, 
New York City, has been ordered deported. 


fhe June 18, 1952 issue contains an editorial by CHUNG SOON KiVAK 
captioned, "Kajeto - Symbol of Courage and Pusillanity", which accuses the | 
Mamerican imperialists" of blind bombings, looting, and bombing of Korean 
towmms and villages. Seeking more blood, the Americans turn their weapons on 
Korean POT's at Koje Island. The editorial contends that Americans are trying 
to force Koreans to surrender, or kill then if they resist. 


The June 25, 1952 issue contains a continuation of the above 
editorial by KIVAK in which he charges that the unpopular division of Korea at 
the 38th parallel was the work of the United States as was the order for the 
United States "puppet army” to cross the 38th parallel. The editorial concludes 
that in the face of strengthening Korean resistance, the United States has 
started-an offensive against the Kojeto POw's so they can claim a victory of 
some sort. 


fhe June 25, 1952 issue includes'an editorial captioned, "Two 
Years of 'Police Action' ", which states that the United States has suffered 
110,000 casualties, has lost air supremacy, and has had its military might 
slattered because of its police action. It charges the Korean problem is an 
internal problem and the United States has no business in Korea. American | 
people are against intervention in Korea, however, top military leaders show 
no sign of ending this "wrong war". It concludes by stating that the United 
States can never win the war because of the infinite power behind the people 
of Korea. 





! ; The August 6, 1952 issue contains an editorial captioned, "Let's 
See Our Owm Contradiction", which comments that the United States says thoy 
deal humanly and Democratically with Koreans and PO's and that Northern Korea 
should comply with the Geneva Conference in dealing with PO's. It charges 
that United States action in not accepting the Geneva Conference banning germ 
warfare makes it clear that the United States' position is unruly and ungenuine. 


KOREAN LANGUAGE SECTION 


The following articles were translated by T-2, of known reliability, 
from the Korean section of KI: 


The February 27, 1952 and March 5, 1952 issues contained artioles 
directed against the Xorean National Association. One of these articles _ 
written by YOUNG YOOK KIM criticizes the Korean National Association for the 
reception given members of the South Korean Navy who recently visited Los 
Angeles, California. The article states that this was the same thing as 
giving a reception for SYGMAN RHEE, who is described as a "traitor", 


_ <3, of known reliability, advised that YOUNG YOOK KIM has ' 
supported the pro-Comunistic editorial policy of KI for the past several years. 


SA YOUNG WHANG, described as Chairman of the Board, KI NEWS 
COMPANY, contributed an article in the March 5, 1952 issue which urged the 
Korean National Association to defy “our enemies" and cooperate with the 
forces who are bringing peace and freedom to Korea. 


The April 9, 1952 issue contains an article by WHANG entitled, 

| "Our People's Crusade", which states that the only excuse the United States 
can give for fighting in Korea is to "stop Communism". Communism means free- 
don, justice, and equality for all, according to the article, and capitalism 
means greed, corruption, and slavery. Where there are potential profits, 
human lives and misery mean little to America. This article is continued in 
the April 16, 1952 issue which urges all Koreans to fight and defend to the 
last.

This pamphlet which consists of 38 pages contains alleged eye~ 
witness reports of United States use in Xorea of bacteriological warfare 
and chemical weapons and also reports of atrocities, air attacks on civilians, 
and other war crimes against Korean civilians by the United Nations and the 
United States military forces. 


The inside front cover of this pamphlet explains KI NEWS COMPANY 's 
purpose in reprinting this booklet. This statement is set out below: 


"Because President Truman's ‘police action’ is 
bringing about the destruction and death of all 
Korea, wo, U.S. Koreans, have a double obligation 
to perform. 

"First - our human conscience demands that we

Dr, LIFM eceze ta the United States of Arerica in 1930, for 
the purpose of securing an edueation, He intended to return 
to Korea upon completion of his studies in the United States, 
but for various reasons, decided to remain in this country. 
Fe attended Lefeyatte College and Bucknell. University. Sub= 
sequent to his attendance at these institutions, Ir, LIM 
received an aprointment to head the newly formed Korean Church 
aud Institute in New York City, and remained in that capcity 
from 1936 wmtil 1941. During this period he attended a sex~ 
inary in Few York City and subsequently beceze an ordsined 
ninister of the above mentioned Korean Church, After leaving 
thie church Pr. LIEM entered Princeton University viere he 
subsequently received hia doctorate. 


In Januery, 1948, Dr. LITEM edvieed that he vas requested by 
Genorel HOOOR, then the Commanding General of the United States 
oceupsticnal forcea in Korea, to come to that country and assist 
the United States forces in their occupational teska. Ee there-~

The English Language Section of the KOREAN INDEPENDENCE, | 
hereinafter, referred to as KI, dated between August 13, 1952 and 
September 10, 1952, reflects that KI continues to print news 
releases of the Hsinhua News Agency. Although these Hsinhua 

releases are pro-Communist and anti-United States and United Nations, 
it is noted that emphasis is currently being placed on United States’ 
arial bombing tactics rather than germ warfare or mistreatment of 
Communist Prisoners of War,.ad has been the practice in the past. :

The following articles are from KI Editorials. The 
August 13, 1952 issue contains an editorial captioned "The Enemy 
of Humanity" which was written by CHUNGSOON KWAK. This editorial 
tells of United Nations! plans to bomb seventy-eight cities and 
towns in North Korea, KWAK asks, "Is there anyone in the civilized 
world who does not know the bestial lust of American imperialists 
for blood?" KWAK recounted American atrocities; the killing of 
Korean civilians, germ warfare, and blind bombings. KWAK accuses 
the United States of trying to destroy Korea and exterminate 
Korean people. 


The December 5, 1951 issue of KI reflects that CHUNGSOON 
KWAK of New York City was ordered deported by American authorities, 


The August 20, 1952 issue of KI includes an editorial 
captioned, "Bombing, the Modern Piracy, Must Be Banned," which 
describes arial bombing as an aggressive weapon for the purpose 
of total déstruction, exactly the same as germ and gas warfare. 

The article contends that accurate bombing from high altitudes is 
impossible especially in view of the heavy ground fighting encoun- 
tered by United States forces in Korea, however the United States 
strategy in Korea is "kill anything that moves," so to the American 
it makes no difference whether the bombs hit their intended marks 
or not. . - = | 

The September 10, 1952 issue contains an.article captioned 
"american Democracy and Freedom" by CHUNGSOON KWAK, which charges 
that the United States is blindly and deliberately using Napalm 
bombs on civilians in Korea. KWAK quotes North Korean correspon- : 
dents as proof of the United States blind bombings. He claims this 
is done in the name of "American Democracy and Freedom." The 
editorial concludes “American democracy means enslavement...American 
freedom is to kill any and all who refuse to be enslaved oy then."

The August 20, 1952 issue of KI contains an article which 


announced that former editor of KI, SANG RYUP PARK, fought deporta- 
tion since November 28, 1951 has won his deportation fight.
